Report for the Year ended July 31st, 1912. 


TO THE WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL, 


GENTLEMEN, 


“We have the pleasure to present the forty-first Annual Report of 
the Watford Public Library, being the report for the year ended July 
3lst, 1912. 

The continuous increase in all the tables of statistics which was 
noted last year has been maintained. In the Lending Section the issues 
have more than doubled since the adoption of the method of issue known 
as “ Open Access” in the year 1908-09, and in the Reference Section the 
increase has been thirty per cent., as the following comparative state- 
ment will show :—

No doubt a large factor in promoting this increase in the issues of books 
has been the fact that in recent years the Committee, owing to the 
gradual increase in the penny rate, have been able to make a steady 
increase in the number of books purchased; but apart from this fact it 
would really appear as if admission to the bookshelves for purposes of 
selection by borrowers had drawn a much wider circle of readers to realise 
the value of the collection which the Library contains, and to appreciate 
and use it more. The serious drawback to a more extended use of the 
Reference Library is the lack of accommodation, and, in view of the offer 
by Mr. Carnegie of £4,750 towards the erection of a new Public Library, 
the Committee are hopeful that the time is not far distant when this 
serious obstacle will be removed. The Urban Council have now definitely 
accepted the offer on behalf of the town, and the Committee have under 
consideration the question of providing a site, the means for which have 
to be raised from sources other than that of the Library Rate. The 
Committee will be thus compelled to appeal to the public for sub- 
scriptions for the raising of sufficient funds to enable them to acquire 
land upon which to erect the new Institution. 

There are no figures to show the extensive use which is made of the 
Reading Room and the Magazine Room, but it is sufficient to repeat 
what has been said in previous years that both these rooms are used to 
their full extent. 

During the year 685 volumes have been added to the Lending Section 
and 280 to the Reference Section. 

The gross income of the Institution in all departments—Library and 
Educational—for the year 1911-12 was £4,659 4s. 2d., as against £4,681 
18s. 2d. in 1910-11, and the net income £4,508 4s. 2d., against £4,501 
10s. ld. The penny rate yielded £697 12s. 5d., against £682 10s. 8d. in 


1910-11. 

The total number of individual students in the educational depart- 
ment was 933, against 834 in 1910-11.

TO THE HERTFORDSHIRE COUNTY COUNCIL AND THE

GENTLEMEN, 
We have the pleasure of submitting a Report of the work carried 


on in 
I.—THE WATFORD SCHOOL OF SCIENCE AND ART 
II.—_THE WATFORD EVENING SCHOOLS 


- for the year ended July 3lst, 1912, the ninth year since the Committee 
was reconstructed under the Education Act of 1902, and the nineteenth 
year since the Technical Instruction Committee was appointed under the 
Technical Instruction Act of 1889. Prior to the appointment of a Com- 
mittee under the Technical Instruction Act the work was carried on by 
the Public Library Committee since the foundation of the Institution 
in 1871, under the Public Libraries Acts. 


I.—THE ScHOOL OF SCIENCE AND ART, 


This comprises the School of Art, and the Evening Classes in Science, 
Technology, Literature and Commercial subjects at the Public Library. 


School of Art.—During the year steps have been taken towards the 
development of the School on the lines suggested by reports from the 
Board of Education and indicated in the report of last year. The main 
feature in this development was the establishment of a Nude Life Class 
for two nights a week under the tuition of Mr. George Harcourt, the 
eminent painter. Heretofore the Life Class had been restricted to the 
use of costume or draped models, and the extension of the study from 
the life thus made has had its effect in increasing the number of students 
in the higher branch of the School’s.work, and has to that extent pro- 
moted the end which the Committee had in view. For next session the 
Committee have taken a further step forward by introducing the study of 
the nude figure in the Day Classes, and here again Mr. Harcourt will 
take charge of the class on two mornings a week in addition to the two 
evenings. Altogether there will be instruction in the life on four days 
and four evenings a week. It will take several years to estimate the 
effect of these arrangements on the work of the School, but the Com- 
mittee hope that the increased facilities, with the excellent instruction 
and equipment which they are providing for general Art work and for 
Life study, will yet further attract those residents in the town and neigh- 
bourhood who desire to take up courses of serious Art study. 


It is pleasing to note that in the National Competition this year one 
student gained a bronze medal, one a book prize, and two others secured 
commendation. 


Evening Classes in Science, Technology, Literature and Commercial 
Subjects.—In these classes the total entries of individual students num- 
bered 878, against 879 in the previous year. This slight decrease was 
unfortunately attended with a diminution in the aggregate number of 
attendances. Every effort is being made to make the classes a centre 
for organised instruction in grouped courses in accordance with the 
Regulations of the Board of Education, but, as has been pointed out 
before, proximity to London with the varying and variable conditions of 
employment of the students renders the effort extremely difficult. It 
was noted in last year’s report that with a decrease in individual students 
there had been an increase in the aggregate attendances of two thousand. 
Though the total attendances for the year under review has not reached 
that of the previous year, it exceeds by three hundred that of the 
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session 1910-11, when there were 465 individual students, against 375 in 
1911-12. Thus. it will be seen that the tendency on the part of the 
students is still in the main towards taking up more than one subject 
of study. This is satisfactory so far as it goes. As the Regulations of 
the Board of Education with respect to the course system become more 
rigid, it may be ‘expected that the number of individual students will 
decrease. At-the same time, if under this system the fewer students 
that may be expected give more regular attendance at a number of 
cognate subjects, there will be compensating advantages in the more 
serious training which the course system will give to the students who 
enter. There was an average of twenty-six hours’ attendance by each 
student in the various classes, and of fifteen students in each class. 


The conditions and syllabuses of examinations by the Board of 
Education have been so altered that comparatively few students can be 
expected to take these examinations. The elementary stage has entirely 
disappeared, and at least two years must be spent in the study of any 
one subject before a student can hope to cope with the examination 
which is based on the syllabus of the lower grade, and another two years 
for the higher grade of each subject. How far the restriction of oppor- 
tunities for an independent external test will be of benefit to the student 
remains to be seen. It is certain that in the past the possibility of 
gaining some recognition by an award of a certificate for his work has 
been the means of great stimulus to the evening student. So far as 
the Board of Education examinations are concerned, no comparison can 
be made with last year by reason of the change of standard so initiated. 
In the subjects taken under other examining bodies, the results show 
that the work has been well maintained. Two students took second class 
honours in Brickwork, and the one student in this subject entered for 
the ordinary grade gained the second place in the whole of the Kingdom 
and a bronze medal with prize.

It will be seen that the increase in attendance is much greater pro- 
portionately than that in the number of individual students, showing 
that the attendance was more constant throughout the year than in the 
previous session. This is particularly the case at Beechen Grove and 
Victoria. 

At the end of last year, owing to his departure from England, Lord 
Hyde was compelled to relinquish his post as Chairman, and the Com- 
mittee had to record with regret the loss of services which for three years 
he had so ably rendered to the Institution. 


_ In conclusion, the Committee desire to express the highest appre- 
ciation of the ability and zeal shown by the teaching staff in all the 
Schools under their control.

Report for the Session 1911-12. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE WATFORD HIGHER EDUCATION 
SUB-COMMITTEE, 
MADAM AND GENTLEMEN, 

My statement of last year that Beechen Grove had touched the high 
water mark in the number of entries has—as far as 1911-12 is concerned— 
_come true. for 1911-12 the entries were 129, against 172 for_last 
session. The decrease is mainly accounted for by the closing of the Vocal 
Music Class, which last year was attended by students from all the four 
Evening Schools. Deducting 16 who came to Beechen Grove from the 
other Schools, and about four others who joined chiefly for Vocal Music, 
the falling off in the entries is brought down to 23, and to quote my 
~report of last year—“it is quite impossible to account for the large 
fluctuations from one year to another.” The falling off in the number 
of students has-been. amply made up by an improvement in the total 
hours of attendance, the aggregate attendance hours being 8,060, against 
8,1054 for last session. If we deduct the Vocal Music (670 hours) from 
last year’s figures, we have this. session 500 hours more attendances for 
93.less students. The explanation for this is that the students were more 
regular and took a large number of classes. [or instance, every student 
last year attended 1.8 hours per week, while for this session every student 
attended 2.3 hours per week. <A portion of this increase is also due to 
the Composition Class having been held for 14 hours instead of 1 hour, 
and the Dressmaking Class for 2 hours instead of 1 hour. On the other 
hand the Cookery Class was only held for 56 hours instead of 63° in 
1910-11. 

Examining the figures in Table II., it is found that Arithmetic, 
. Composition, Geography, and Dressmaking are practically the same as 
last year, as Composition and Dr essmaking were held for 13 hours and 2 
hours respectively. Shorthand shows a very large increase. The average 
75 for three classes is an exceedingly high average for an evening class. 
Cookery was not quite so good as last year, but this is accounted for by 
the reduction in the number of hours, the alteration of the night, and 
the re-arrangement of the time, 

In order to conform to the Government Regulations for course 
students, the time table was altered for this session, and a much larger 
number of students was enabled to attend complete courses. In the 
first year course we had 43 students and in the second year 12, total 56. 
Compared with 18 of last session this is much more satisfactory. The 
Government Regulations are very stringent in the matter of courses, as 
each course must comprise at least four hours per week and not less than 
80 hours in all; and all students must make an average attendance of 60 
hours for the session. To boys and girls in business in the town or in 
offices in London it is a very great tax to attend so regularly as to ensure 
this general average for all students. I find that practically all the 
students marked “left”? on the course registers had to give up school 


- beeause alteration of business hours or a start in business rendered it 


absolutely impossible for them to attend. 

There are seven second year students who have qualified for free 
admission to the Public Library in 1912 and 32 first year who have 
qualified for free admission to this School for a second year’s course. 

In conclusion I must say that I am quite satisfied that a most 
satisfactory session’s work has been done, and everyone connected with 
the School has been loyal, hardworking, and spared no pains to make the 
School and every class in the School a complete success. P

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The two totals for this session in Table I, constitute a new record 
for the School. 


Coming to individual subjects, the greatest increase is shown in the 
commercial subjects. A feature of the School for the past three sessions 
has been a gradual increase in commercial students, and a slight decrease 
in the number of artizan students. This session, however, the latter 
has, I am pleased to state, slightly increased. 


Shorthand has again proved to be the subject in greatest demand, 
over 100 students taking it, and four classes for this subject were held 
throughout the session. Composition has made a big advance upon last 
session’s figures. 


The Commercial Courses have been well taken up, but the Artizans’ 
Courses have not been so successful in the point of numbers. ‘This is 
mainly owing to the difficulty the men in the district have in getting to 
the classes in time, many of them not reaching home from work until 
after seven for a great part of the session. 


The attendance has been much better than in the preceding session, 
73 students earning prizes as against 52, and 20 students have entitled 
themselves to a free entry next session as against 11 in the previous 
session. 


In conclusion I must again express my gratitude to the staff of 
teachers who have all worked admirably and untiringly with their various 
classes. The splendid attendance for the session is the best proof that 
their efforts were appreciated by the students.

I beg to submit the following Report of the working of the above 
School for the past session. 


The subjoined tables show a small increase in the number of students 
admitted to the School, and a very considerable increase (28 per cent.) in 
the total attendances for all the classes. This clearly indicates a much 
improved attendance and an increase in the size of most classes. 


The classes in commercial subjects have during the past session done 
excellent work and made gratifying progress in every respect. The Arith- 
metic classes especially have made headway, the total attendance being 
an increase of 66 per cent. on that of the previous session. Composition 
too shows an increase of 237 per cent., and this after allowing for the 
increased duration of the lesson. In Shorthand the increase is not so 
marked, but is considerable. The teachers and students of these classes 
are to be congratulated upon the success achieved. 
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_. The classes in domestic subjects do not show returns in keeping with 
the rest of the School. The Needlework Class has for some years been 
gradually declining in numbers. This can only be accounted for by the 
fact that students prefer to make certain garments to following a 
systematic course of instruction such as is given in.the class. In Cookery 
‘the total possible attendance was less than that of the preceding year, 
so that the falling off in the total attendance is not really so great as 
appears from the figures.

The average attendance shows that the session has been a strenuous 
one for the teachers of the various classes.

The results of the examinations, held at the end of each half term, 
show’ the great improvement the students have made in style, neatness 
and accuracy of their work by regular attendance at the classes, and 
the instructors are unanimous in their praise of the earnestness shewn 
by the students. 


It is most gratifying to find that 44 students have earned prizes for 
regular attendance, and 21 students have qualified for free admission

Report of the Council for the Year ended July 3l1st, 1912. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMITTEE, 


GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure of submitting the Annual Report for the year 
ended July 31st, 1912, the thirty-second of the School’s existence. 


The table of entries will give the numerical result of the year’s work. 
As to educational results, the Council have always attached, as a critical 
standard of the work done in the School, the greatest possible value to 
the performances by students at the Students’ Concerts, one of which 
has been given at the end of each term. The Council are ‘glad to be able 
to express their opinion that the standard has been steadily rising and 
that it is now high. 


From the general trend of the work of the School in recent years, 
one great gain is emerging, namely, that the School is ridding itself of 
the system under which students come merely for a certain number of 
individual lessons under an instructor in a particular subject. The 
system of an organised course of instruction in the several branches of 
music is being increasingly recognised as necessary by the musical 
authorities, and the Council note with pleasure that students are taking 
advantage of the extended opportunities provided for the acquisition of 
a thorough knowledge of the theory and technique of the art. It is now 
obligatory, if students wish to secure the recognition of the School 
through the examinations, that they pass through a course of graduated 
instruction in theory and harmony, for the teaching of which classes in 
seven grades have been established. The higher branches of this study 
have for several years been under the charge of Mr. Norman O’Neill, the 
eminent composer, who has developed with great success the work of the 
School on the newer and more direct method of musical instruction. 
The Council regret that his increasing duties have compelled Mr. O’Neill 
to give up his work in the School, and they have secured for the coming 
session a successor who is a well-known specialist in this branch of 
musical training in the principal institutions in London. It is proposed 
to extend still further the scope of theoretical training so as to embrace 
the latest methods in ear-training, sight reading, and musical criticism 
and appreciation. Through means such as these, the Council believe that 
the School will become a still more considerable factor than it has been 
in musical appreciation in Watford. It is partly due to a lack of this 
appreciation that so much of the educative work of the School, of a 
public character in the concerts of the Choral Union and in the Orchestral 
performances, has been rendered ineffective. Perhaps as great a draw- 
back to the success of these concerts has been the lack of a suitable hall. 
The two causes combined have compelled the Council to give up the 
larger concerts of the Choral Union for the present, and, as a conse- 
quence, the practices of that body will not be resumed in the session 
1912-13. In the meantime efforts will be directed to the development 
of musical attainment and appreciation through the above-mentioned 
classes in ear-training, sight reading, etc., which the Council have 
arranged to establish. 


Before the end of the previous session, the Council turned their 
attention to an effort to gather into connection with the School such 
musical bodies as were doing work somewhat on the same lines, and with 
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this end in view the Orchestra and Violin Class of Mr. Duane were incor- 
porated as part of the School work. The Council have under considera- 
tion the means of co-ordinating other musical teaching in the town with 
that of the School, so that the best methods of musical teaching may be 
in practice wherever it is sought to give musical instruction. 


The Council desire to tender their very sincere thanks to the Vice- 
Presidents of the School for their kind support, to the Subscribers to the 
Concert Fund, to the Donors of scholarships (the Principal, Mr. Bandey, 
Mr. and Mrs. Girardot, Miss Myers, Miss Radford), to Mr. W. W. 
Cobbett for the continuance of his prize for a musical essay, to the 
Principal and the other members of the staff for the zeal and interest 
. ey they have displayed in the welfare of the students and of the 

chool.

Report for the Year ended July 31st, 1913, 


TO THE WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL, 


GENTLEMEN, 

We have the pleasure to present the forty-second Annual Report, 
being the report for the year ended July 31st, 1913. 

There has been no check on the steady increase of issues, which has 
been continuous since the introduction of open access in the year 1908-09. 
This fact is somewhat remarkable in view of the prevalent complaint 
of many libraries in the Kingdom of the falling off in readers. The 
“Library World” for November states that “In the annual reports of 
many libraries in all parts of the country decreased issues are bewailed 

and the explanation in most general favour at the moment is 
the double barrelled one of ‘ picture palaces’ and ‘cheap editions.’ 
In 'Watford at present these agencies do not appear to have affected 
the demand for books—especially works of fiction and juvenile books. 
It is to be regretted that the issue of works in the general classes of 
literature does not develop with the same persistence as that in fiction. 
It is hoped that a series of “Talks on Books” will bring more clearly 
before readers the facilities which the Library affords to those who 
desire guidance in the more serious branches of knowledge. 

A step is to be taken which it is hoped will do much to consolidate 
the work of the Institution and make its various activities more widely 
known, namely, the issue of a journal. In this will be given lists of 
additions, notices about the different classes, and articles of special 
interest to readers and students. 

Nothing more can be recorded at present about the new Library 
save that Committee are in negotiation for a site. Better accommo- 
dation in every department is urgently needed, and no effort will be 
spared to consummate the project which the Committee have in hand. 

The Committee in striving to use the resources at their command 
to the best advantage are sometimes met by special expenditure, such as 
periodical decorative or structural repairs, addition of shelving, printing 
of catalogues, and other items, which cannot be properly allocated to 
any one year. In view of the expected demand upon their funds which 
the proposed new Library might entail, the Committee in 1910-11 
accumulated a balance, £100 of which they placed on deposit until it 
was needed again in the current account. The Auditor this year objected 
to the removal from the current to a deposit account and demanded its 
repayment into the current account. The expected has happened. The 
heating system of the building has had to be overhauled at a cost of 
over £400. This expénditure could not be met by loan, inasmuch as the 
loan upon the building, of which the heating forms part, has not expired. 
Thus, apart from the ruling of the Auditor, it has become imperatively 
necessary to transfer this sum again to the current account. The total 
cost will of course be spread over other funds as well as the Library 
Rate, but the serious inconvenience of such a ruling with a statute 
barred limit to the amount available for any one year must be apparent. 

During the year 597 volumes have been added to the Lending 
Section and 157 to the Reference Section. 

The gross income of the Institution it all departments—Library and 
Educational—for the year 1912-13 was £4,345 lds. 10d., against £4,659 
4s. 2d. in 1911-12, and the net income £4,221 8s. 10d., against LA. 508 
4s. 2d. The penny rate yielded £721, against £697 12s. 5d. in 1911-12. 
The total number of individual students in the Educational Department 
was 728, against 933 in 1911-12.

Report for the Year ended July 31st, 1913 


TO THE HERTFORDSHIRE COUNTY COUNCIL AND THE 
WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL, 


GENTLEMEN, 


_We have the pleasure of submitting a Report of the work carried 
on in 


I—THE WATFORD SCHOOL OF SCIENCE AND ART 
II.—THE WATFORD EVENING SCHOOLS 


for the year ended July 31st, 1918, the tenth since the Committee was 
reconstructed under the Education Act of 1902, and the 20th since the 
Technical Instruction Committee was appointed under the Technical 
Instruction Act of 1889. 


I.—TuE ScHoot oF SCIENCE AND ART. 


This comprises the School of Art and the Evening Classes in Science, 
Technology, Literature, and Commercial subjects at the Public Library. 


School of Art.—The introduction of a four days’ Life Class for two 
out of the three terms of the School year, as a development of the School 
curriculum, did not cause such an increase in the number of students as 
had been expected. The fact that only one award was secured in the 
Nationa] Competition, as against four in the previous year, might further 
lead to the conclusion that the School had not gained in efficiency. The 
general character of the work of the School of Art, however, cannot 
be always measured by figures. Those who saw the annual display of 
the School work in March could not but be struck by the marked advance 
both in amount and in quality of the life drawing of the students. The 
Committee hope that the actual results of the teaching as shown by the 
work produced will gradually stimulate the growth of the School, to 
promote which the Committee in consultation with the Board of Edu- 
cation are makjng strenuous endeavours. 


Evening Classes in Science, Technology, Literature, and Commercial 
Subjects.—There was a serious falling off in the total number of 
individual students entered for the session, 249 as against 378 in the 
previous year; but this is entirely accounted for by the discontinuance 
of two of the classes for Teachers, two Ambulance classes, and four 
classes in Science, for which only one other was substituted. The fact 
that 15,400 attendance hours were made by 249 students, as against 
17,500 by 378 in the previous year, shows that the attendance was much 
more constant, and that what was lost in numbers was largely made up 
in steady work. There was an average of 17 students in each class, as 
against 15 last year, and of 30 hours attendance by each student in each 
class, as against 26 last year. 
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For nearly all the examinations which are usually held in connection 
with the work, there was a substantial aggregate increase in the number 
of entries and successes, as the tables will show. For the newly con- 
stituted examinations of the Board of Education there were 14 entries 
and 13 successes. One candidate gained distinction in the Higher Stage 
of Building Construction. Another student secured First Class Honours 
and his Fuil Technological Certificate for Carpentry in the City and 
Guilds of London Institute Examination, as well as a pass in the higher 
stage of Building Construction. 


For the highest stage of the Society of Arts Examinations, six 
candidates entered; one gained first class and the other five second class 
successes. From the results of the independent tests by these examining 
bodies, therefore, the Committee have every reason to be satisfied with 
the high character of the teaching and to congratulate the students on 
the response they make to the efforts of the teachers. 


The Committee, during the last session, introduced a Day Com- 
mercial Course into their curriculum, with a view of meeting the needs 
of students who had left the day school and desired some form of 
specialised training before entering upon a commercial career. The 
teachers engaged for this course were Mr. E. K. Hanson, M.A., Miss 
A. M. Bailey, B.A., and the Director, but the response to the effort 
thus made was so small that the Committee felt the number of students 
entered did not warrant a continuation of the classes in the session 
1913-14. 


II.—Tue Evenine ScHoot.s. 


The Reports of the Responsible Teachers of the several Evening 
Schools are given herewith, and will indicate the results of the year’s 
work. The following comparative table will show the progress made so 
far as numbers are concerned :— :

Though the number of students was less, the attendance hours were 
considerably increased, again shewing a marked improvement in the 
constancy of attendance, and consequently in the character of the work. 


In conclusion the Committee desire to express their continued con- 
fidence in the teaching staff in all the Schools under their control. At 
the end of the year Mr. EK. A. Young, the Principal Instructor in the 
Building Course at the School of Science and Art, felt compelled to 
retire from the work, after having served the Committee with conspicuons 
success for 17 years, and it was with much regret that they accepted 
his resignation.

Report for the Session 1912-13. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE WATFORD HIGHER EDUCATION 
SUB-COMMITTEE, 


Mapam AND GENTLEMEN, 


The session just closed has been for regularity of attendance and 
earnestness and ability of the students the most successful for some years: 
past. Looking at the figures in Table I., it will be seen that the number 
on the registers is slightly less than last year, but the number of hours of 
instruction has increased by nearly 600. 


The Government Regulations for 1912 required that students must, 
as a rule, not be admitted unless they take a definite course. This was 
carried out and consequently I was unable to admit about half a dozen: 
students, but, on the other hand, by practically compelling students to 
join and continue in regular attendance at a course, we have greatly 
improved the attendance. 


In Table II. the figures show that the attendances in the Course 
subjects are a little higher than usual, the increase being most noticeable 
in Arithmetic and Shorthand. In Cookery and Dressmaking a slight 
decrease is shown, but this may be accounted for by the omission from 
the prospectus of the statement that students from Victoria might 
attend Cookery and Dressmaking at Beechen Grove without extra fee. 


Taking the attendance in bulk, Beechen Grove has now reached its. 
limit in numbers with the present staff. The average for the Course 
subjects was just over 24 per teacher for the whole session. This is 
an exceedingly high average and jn an Evening School ought never to 
be exceeded. 


The number on the Course registers is 63, against 56 last year, and 
9 students have qualified for free admission to the Library classes. 


In conclusion I must say that I am more than satisfied with the 
session’s work. The staff have as usual been most industrious, hard- 
working, and untiring in their efforts to make their classes successful, 
and I am proud of the students who worked so well and behaved so 
excellently.

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Although the number of students admitted to the School shows a 
decrease, the number of hours of attendance slightly exceeds the total 
hours for the preceding session. The decrease in the number of students © 
is mainly owing to a falling off of entries received for Cookery, whilst 
the increased hours of attendance made by a smaller number of students 
is due to: (a) a better and more regular attendance; (b) the increased 
number of students taking a definite course and consequently a greater 
number of subjects. 


Coming to Table II., it will be noticed that the average attendance 
for the individual subjects vary very little compared with the figares for 
the session 1911-12. Shorthand shows a decrease, but the figures for the 
previous session were exceptionally high. This session three classes were 
held for the subject, as against four for 1911-12. 


The Course System has worked on the whole very well, 80 students 
taking up a definite course of instruction. Many of these students have 
been obliged to give up during the session one, two or more subjects 
after they have made a commencement in business, as they find it im- 
possible to attend classes for three evenings a week. I find it is a very 
rare thing for employers to grant young lads and girls facilities for 
continuing their studies even for the remainder of the current session. 


The Artizan classes have suffered to a large extent this session 
owing to late hours being worked by many men at the time of the 
opening of the new line in the district by the L. and N.-W. Railway. 


The session’s work has keen most satisfactory, the students working 
with zeal and earnestness, and they have responded well to the loyal: 
and conscientious work of the whole of the staff engaged at the School.

From these tables it will be noticed that there is a decrease in the 
number of students on the admission register (equal to 18 per cent.), 
and also a decrease in the aggregate attendances for the whole School 
(equal to 11 per cent). 


Further it will be noticed that the numbers relating to the Com- 
mercial subjects are practically identical with those for the previous 
session. 


The falling off of numbers in the Domestic classes (a fact pointed 
out in the report for the session 1911-12) has continued, and this at once 
explains the decrease in the total number on the admission register ; for 
while 34 students in two distinct classes attended Cookery lessons in 
the session 1911-12, but 16 students joined the class for the session 
1912-13. This gives a decrease of 18 in one subject. alone. 


The class in Needlework, which has been declining in numbers for 
‘some years, had to be cancelled, as but three students presented them- 
‘selves for admission to the class. Thus it appears that the defection is 
almost, if not altogether, entirely due to the domestic side of the School. 


One remarkable feature of the numbers in Cookery is the fact that 
the 16 students of the session 1912-18 made an attendance equal in the 
total to that made by 34 students in the previous session, but the 
‘duration of the class meeting was extended from 13 hours in 1911-12 to 
2 hours in the session 1912-13. Under Mrs. Petty the class has done 
-excellent work, and H.M. Inspector spoke of the work in terms of high 
praise. 


As in the session 1911-12, the Commercial classes have been very 
‘successful, and in Arithmetic and Composition especially work of a most 
praiseworthy character has been done, reflecting great credit on 
instructors and students alike. 


In Shorthand, a large and promising class undoubtedly suffered by 
‘frequent changes in Instructors, due to the most unfortunate illness of 
Mr. John Mitchell, who, towards the end of the session, was compelled 
‘to resign his post as instructor in Shorthand. 


In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to all members of the 
‘staff for the way in which they have worked with me for the welfare of 
‘the School during the past session.

Report of the Council for the Year ended July 31st, 1913. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure of submitting the Annual Report for the year 
ended July 31st, 19138, the 33rd of the School’s existence. 


Reference was made in last year’s report to a new development in 
the teaching of the Theory of Music. It was in the session 1907-08 that 
the study of Theory was made obligatory to all students who desired to 
gain recognition of their work through the Annual Examinations of the 
School. The importance of this theoretical training side. by side with the 
practical has now come to be generally recognised by the students 
throughout the School. When Mr. O’Neill was compelled, owing to his 
increasing engagements, to give up the teaching of Harmony at the end 
of last session, advantage was taken of the vacancy to recast the Theory 
instruction throughout the School, and Mr. E. Read, one of the most 
capable teachers of Aural Culture in the kingdom, was entrusted with 
the task of re-organization. His expressed aim was to develop musical 
attainment and appreciation by means of the graduated study of Har 
Training and Sight Reading. <A year’s experience of this method pro- 
duced a marked effect when the work came to be tested at the Annual 
Examinations, at which it was seen how pronounced a direction had been 
given to musical appreciation on the part of the students. The ideal of 
the system is to receive young students of from 5 to 8 for a period of 
two years’ Aural Training before they commence a practical study, so 
that by the thorough awakening of the innate musical sense the child 
may the more rapidly develop technical efficiency on the basis of a well- 
developed ear and’ of sound musical attainment. Until parents come to 
realise this and to act upon it, the full value of the method cannot be 
ieeved in the School, as it has been elsewhere with the most beneficent 
results. 


The past year has been one of change in another direction. At the 
end of the session Mr. Howard-Jones, who has acted as Principal since 
January 1907, announced that it was necessary for him to give up his 
duties owing to the increasing demands which his other work made upon 
him. Mr. Howard-Jones has made the influence of his personality felt 
throughout the School, and by his attention to detail in method had- 
brought the School up to a high standard of efficiency. He it was who, 
as soon as he undertook the direction of the Art side of the work of the 
School, induced the Council to make the study of Theory obligatory, 
and his endeavours to secure for the Council teaching on the soundest 
and best methods, as well es examinations of the most exacting standard 
and independence, were constant. He had, too, organized several 
concerts, in which besides playing himself he had enlisted the gratuitous 
and willing services of artistes of the front rank in aid of a Scholarship 
Fund, from which help might be given to deserving students to pursue 
their work in the School. The Council therefore received his resignation 
with very great regret. 


. Fortunately the task of filling the vacancy was not difficult, because 
the work of Mr. Read in the School and his standing as a teacher had 
already so impressed the Council as to show him to be eminently qualified 
for the position. They felt that it was opportune that he should be 
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entrusted with the duties, seeing that all the students of the School 
would necessarily pass through his hands in the Theory classes. Mr. 
Read willingly undertook the work, and he will have no easy task to- 
maintain the high standard set by his eminent predecessor. 


The Council regret that at the end of the session they lost the 
services as a teacher of Singing of Mr. Frederic Austin, the well-known 
baritone, and his assistant, Miss Lena Maitland, their professional 
engagements preventing them from giving constant attendance. Miss. 
Myers, another teacher of Singing, and Miss Edmonds, teacher of the 
Piano, severed their connection with the School during the year. These 
vacancies will be dealt with in due course. 


The tables of figures attached to the Report show a falling off in the 
entries for the year. The decrease in the number of individual students. 
is largely accounted for by the discontinuance of the Choral Union. 
Fluctuations of this kind must occur at periods in the career of the 
School, but it may safely be said that the standard of attainment on the 
part of the students as manifested in the Concerts and Examinattons 
has never been higher. 


It is the pleasurable duty of the Council once more to express their 
sincere gratitude to the Vice-Presidents for their continued support and 
to the Donors of Scholarships (the Principal, Mr. Bandey, Mr. and Mrs. 
Girardot, Miss Radford), together with all who have helped to maintain 
the work of the School. The Council cannot conclude this report without 
tendering their cordial thanks to the Principal and Staff for their devotion 
to the best interests of the School and of the students, for it is to them 
primarily that all real success must be due.

Report for the Year ended July 31st; 1914. 


TO THE WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL, 


GENTLEMEN, 


: . We have the pleasure to present the 48rd Annual Report, being the 
| report for the year ended July 31st, 1914. 


Again there has been a marked increase in the issue of books in the 
Lending Section, the issues being 73,926, against 69,138 in the previous 
year. In the Reference Section the issues were 8,481, against 10,239. 
The tables’ will show the-preponderance of the reading of fiction and 
juvenile works, and the variation in*the other classes of literature. 


The hope was expressed in the last report that a series of “Talks 
upon Books,” which were arranged for the winter session, would bring 
more clearly before borrowers the facilities which the Library affords 
for guidance in the more serious branches of knowledge. These talks

_ periodically since the opening of the Library in 1874, but only occasionally 
have books been brought into the Lecture Room for inspection by the 
audience. The result this year has not been such as to encourage the 
Committee to resume the effort at present. 


A new feature of the work of the Institution has been the publication 
of a journal. It has been a medium for recording the activities of the 
various departments and appears to be well appreciated. On the out- 
break of the war tkis publication was suspended. The same calamitous 
cause has necessitated the abandonment of a course of Popular Lectures, 
- which had been projected for the winter session of 1914-15.

For 
the whole year 18,955 attendance hours were made by 360 students, as 
against 15, 416 for 249 in the previous session. There was an average of 
17 students: in each class, exactly the same as in the previous year, and 
of 23 attendance hours by. each student in each class, as against 30 last 
session. 


The Committee have resumed work under the London University 
Extension scheme after a lapse of eight years. A course of ten lectures 
on. “English Novelists of the: 19th Century” was given by Mr. Harold 
Williams, M.A., for which 55 tickets were sold, and at which there was 
an average attendance of 39. “Thanks to a erant from the Gilchrist 
Trustees and to praiseworthy efforts to raise funds from entertainnients 


made-by the Nursing Division of the St. John Ambulance Brigade and 


by Mrs. Cox, the Committee were able to meet the expenditure. The 
response, so far as the lectures themselves are concerned, does not show 
that the effort to establish University Extension work in Watford is so 
greatly appreciated as it has been in former years.

_ The work of the session, 1913-14, speaking generally, has been quite 
up to the average of former years, but in two or three Pape it --was. « 
remarkably successful. 

In the table of figures submitted the total attendance of 9. 280 is the 
highest the school has ever had. 

A second notable feature is the increased weekly attendance after 
Christmas. The “average falling off” in the attendance after Christmas 
for the past four years has been 27%, whilst for 1913-14 it was only 
23%, the lowest figure in our records. 

The third prominent feature is the extraordinarily high average in 
the Geography Class. It has worked out at 60 per w eek, Or thirty per 
lesson; and I doubt if there is another class in this country which can 
show an average attendance of 30 for a class meeting 56 times. 

The disappointing feature was the smallness .of.some of the second 
-year classes; but, as I reported to the Committee in October last, this 
was due almost entirely to the students’ business preventing them taking 
up the second year’s course. For instance, in 1912-13, we had 81 students 
in the first year. By the time:the next session (1913- 14) had commenced 
only 48 of these re-entered, and now at the end of this their third session 
“only ten have made sufficient attendances to qualify them for free 
admission to the Library classes next session. 

The Domestic Course this year showed_a great improvement, the 
increase being about 500 hours. In fact the demand for these classes was 
so great that I had to refuse nearly 20 applicants; but I hope by a 
re-arrangement of the classes next session to be able to admit all comers. 


The numbers in the Course this year is 62, against 63 last year, and 
the 10 free studentships at the Library represent an increase of one in 
the session 1919-13. 

My twelve years’ experience as a Responsible Teacher leads me to 
think that these schools have practically reached the limit of their -useful- 
ness under present conditions; and until all those young people who are _ 


willing and anxious to improve their education~in--our evening classes... 


can obtain permission to leave work so as to get home and “back to 
schoo] in a reasonable time, we cannot make much advance upon our 
present work. | 

In my report last year I said that we had reached the limit in the 
accommodation at Beechen Grove. I suggest next session that both 


Cookery and Dressmaking Classes be taken at the Newton Price Domestic —__ 
Keonomy Centre, where there is. ample accommodation for them, and 


thus we can relieve the pressure somewhat at the Old School.’ 


I conclude with my usual remark concerning the staff. All Anche 
Mr. F. Wheeler, who returns to evening school work after an absence 
of six years) have been most loyal, industrious, and untiring in their 
efforts to make the school a complete success.

Of these, 
several joined the evening school while still attending day school, but 
when they left the day school to obtain-work the nature and -place-of: the 
employment obtained prevented most from continuing their course of 
instruction at the evening school. Other organisations in the Bushey 
district, and also outside attractions, notably picture palaces, considerably: 
affected the regularity of attendance of the younger scholars of the first- 
year classes. However, it is hoped to remedy this to some extent, as 
assistance from some local organisations is assured . 


The character of the work throughout the school has been satis- 
factory, and in conclusion I desire to express my appreciation of the 
manner in which all members of the staff have endeavoured to make the 
instruction given both useful and attractive.

Report of the Conncil for the Year ended July 31st, 1914. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMITTEE, 


GENTLEMEN, 
We have the pleasure of submitting the 34th Annual Report of the 


School of Music, namely, that for the year ended July 31st, 1914. 


The session 1913-14 opened with a change in the post of Principal, 
Mr. Ernest Read, Associate and Licentiate of the Royal Acadamy of 
Music, having been appointed to take up this responsible position in 
place of Mr. How ard-Jones, who, as stated in the previous report, had 
been compelled to resign by reason of the increasing demands upon his 
time as a performer, a teacher, and an examiner. As the teacher of the 
Aural Training and Harmony Classes, Mr. Read had already become 
known to many of the students, but a year’s work as Principal has 
brought him into contact with the general body of students, with whom 
the favourable impression of his work previously formed has been con- 
siderably strengthened. One of the first steps taken by Mr. Read was 
to induce the Council to re-establish the Choral Union, which had lapsed 
in the previous year for lack of support. Mr. Read was able to gather 
round him a good body of singers and exerted an influence which was 
mutually encouraging and hopeful. After a most successful winter's 
work the Choral Union and Orchestra gave a rendering of Mendelssohn’s 
“St. Paul,” which was spoken of in the highest terms of praise by the 
local press, and described as a personal triumph for the Principal. The 
Council have throughout the School’s existence experienced great 
difficulty in maintaining these Concerts, both from the musical and 
financial point of view, and it is very gratifying to them that the new 
peteipel should have inaugurated his office with signal success on both 

eads. 


The same personal factor which Mr. Read has brought to bear on 


the Choral Union has become manifest in the general work of the School, 


and this augurs well for its future progress. 
The development of the Harmony and Aural Training Classes has 


- continued on the lines foreshadowed in the last report, and by the end 


of the year the Principal had outlined a scheme of work for all students 
which covers a systematic course of study extending over a period of six 


“years. The scheme begins with the very simplest elements of ear 


training and proceeds by easy stages to the advanced principles of 
Harmony, Composition, Analysis, and Form. Students will thus enlarge 
their knowledge of the Science of Music as they progress in the technical 


“or art side of their work, whichever branch of music they take up as a 


study. The full scheme will come into operation next session, and is 
believed to be one of the most complete in the kingdom, not excepting 
even those of the Royal Academy of Music and the Royal College of 


Music. 


The usual Students’ Rehearsals and Concerts have been held during 
the year; four successful Concerts have been given by Mr. Duane’s 


- Or chestra, and Recitals by Miss Grace Thynne, Miss M. Syme, Miss Elsie 


Weall, and Miss F. Pridmore. 


At the Competitive Musical Festival of Hertfordshire and North 
Middlesex, held at the Alexandra Palace on May 14th, 15th, and 16th, the 
Orchestra, conducted by Miss Thynne, secured the first prize and silver 
cup ; Miss Thynne’s Quartette the first prize; and the Ladies’ Choir, 
conducted by the Principal, third prize. 
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Four, students or- past students have succeeded in passing the 
examination for the Licentiateship of the Royal Academy of Music :— 


Miss Agnes Wood, the Howard-Jones scholar (who was one of the seven — 


in the kingdom to.take the double degree for teaching and playing), 
Miss Hilda Staddon and Miss Stella Willis (pupils of Mr, Girardot), and 


Miss Radford, former student of Mr. Howard-Jones and a member of — 


the teaching staff. af 

Miss ‘Wood has now been added to the staff, and in addition Miss 
Margaret Syme, a student of Miss Grace Thynne, who had previously 
passed the L.R.A.M. Exam. as a teacher of the Violin; Mr. George 
Baker, A.R.C.M., as teacher of Singing, in the place vacated by Mr. 
Frederick Austin; and Mr. James Lockyer, Professor and Associate of 
the Royal Acadamy of Music, as Instructor of the Viola. The post of 


principal Pianoforte Teacher, which had lapsed since the resignation of — 


Mr. Howard-Jones, has been filled by the appointment of Mr. Percy. 
Waller, Professor and Associate of the Royal Academy of Music.’ 

The tables of figures attached to the report will show how the School 
has been affected in a year of considerable change. Particulars are also 
added regarding the Annual Examinations, together with reports of 
‘the independent and eminent Musicians who conducted them. On the 
whole the Council have reason to be satisfied that the School is in a 
state of healthful progress, and they look forward with considerable. 
confidence to. the continuance of its good work in the cause of musical 
education in Watford. | ahoS 


' The Council have had to regret on many occasions their inability to ~ 


help talented students who have been unable to pay even moderate fees 
for advanced instruction. To meet such a need the Howard-Jones 
Scholarship Fund was established five years ago, and as this fund has 
been somewhat depleted, Mr. Howard-Jones kindly gave another Concert 
in October, 1913, which produced the handsome contribution of £81. The 
Council have already tendered an expression of their most cordial thanks 


to Mr. Howard-Jones and the body of Artistes who assisted him, likewise — 


™ 


to Miss Chamney and the Ladies’ Committee who organised and carried — 


out the arrangements, and they add this more public testimony of their 


sense of indebtedness to them. 


Competition for aided instruction is also afforded through prizes of 
varying value offered by the Council, and this is supplemented to a praise- —- 


worthy extent by Scholarships placed at their disposal by members of the 


staff. At the last examination the Principal (Mr. Read), Mr. Bandey, B 


Mr. and Mrs. Girardot, Miss Pridmore, Miss Radford, and Miss Yeatman, 


each offered free tuition for one year on the results of the examination — 


to one student under certain conditions, and the Council have again to 
thank these Instructors for so kindly increasing the facilities for free 


tuition and at the same time stimulating the effort to excel on the part 


of the students. : 


Whilst the resources of the School have been added 0, in’ the — 


direction above mentioned, the financial position is one which is con- 


tinually the subject of anxiety. The number of Vice-Presidents who — 


subscribe one guinea a year is gradually diminishing. -The amount. 


yielded from this source last year, £25, 1s the sole subsidy which the _ 


funds of the School receives apart from the fees. _When it is pointed out 
that within one year the School has had to expend £57 on the renovation 


of instruments, apart from the ordinary expenses of tuning and repair, 


it will be seen how pressing is the need of the School. for.help in main- 
taining so thorough a curriculum for artistic training which it affords. 
The Council sincerely thank the present subscribers for their welcome 
generosity, and can only hope that their number may be considerably -

Examiners’ Reports. 


PIANOFORTE—HIGHER GRADES. 


The playing in the Special Diploma, Howard-Jones Scholarship, and 
Medal Grade was extremely good thr oughout. The standard of the work 
was uniformly good. The chief faults—and this applies more to the 
lower grades—were (1) a lack of appreciation of tone contrast ; (2) a lack 
of appreciation of the musical shape of the pieces played. To balance 
these, there was plenty of good, clean, accurate playing, both of scales 
and pieces, and some very musical playing amongst the seniors.

Report for the Year ended July 31st, 1915. 


TO THE WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT COUNCIL. 


GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure to Kubkont the 44th Annual Report, being the 
Report for the year ended July 31st, 1915. 


Notwithstanding the stress and strain of the war there has been no 
slackening of activity in the sphere of usefulness which the Library 
affords to the people of Watford. The issues in the Lending Section 
have increased from 73,926 in 1913-14 to 81,646 in the year just ended, 
whilst those in the Reference Section show a decrease from 8,481 to 
5,073. There is no doubt that the chief reason for this decrease is the 
very unsuitable accommodation for readers which the Reference Section 
affords. The hope that this defect would be remedied in a new building 
has been indefinitely deferred by the national crisis, and the Committee 
will perforce continue to do their best with the means at their disposal 
to provide opportunities for sae) in the existing cramped and congested 
premises. 


A large number of me ee have been billeted in Watford since the 
winter of 1914, and the Committee gave them the opportunity of 
borrowing books upon their own personal guarantee. About 160 persons 
have taken advantage of this. It is clear that the large increase in 
borrowers arises from an extended desire for reading, owing to circum- 
stances created by the war. The figures would seem to show that reading 
was resorted to more in the way of recreation or relief from the obsession 
of the war than for purposes of study and the acquisition of information. 


During the year the Committee were approached by a gentleman 
repr esenting the blind people of the town, with a request that facilities 
for reading should be afforded to them by the provision of books in 
Braille or Moon type. The Committee sympathetically considered the 
matter, and arranged with the Home Teaching Society for the Blind, one 
of whose teachers paid regular visits to Watford, and undertook to give 
some help in distribution, to furnish and supply at least 20 volumes at 
a time in both types. Fairly good use of these books has been made by 
some nine blind persons. 


Early in the year the Committee had under serious consideration the 
issue of a new printed catalogue, but the matter had to lapse on the 
obvious score of expense. 


The Reading Rooms, have as a matter of course been extensively 
used. At the outbreak of the war the evening papers were duplicated, 
so as to give as wide an opportunity as possible to the numerous visitors 
of seeing the latest news.’ 


In January, 1915, a more direct interest in the work of the Library 
was evinced by the Urban Council in an enquiry as to the user of the 
Institution. Full information was sought as to the terms upon which the 
several bodies concerned in the management of the building used the 
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rooms, how the user arose, the duties of the staff, with particulars as 
to time, salaries, by whom appointed, etc. At the instance of the 
Committee the Librarian furnished a comprehensive statement, giving 
a brief survey of the history of the Institution, the growth of the several 
departments, together with details as to the rooms and the staff, as 
desired by the Council. After some debate, the Committee forwarded 
the statement to the Council, who, pending the conclusion of the war, 
deferred taking any steps they might deem to be necessary upon con- 
sideration of the information supplied. 


From time to time the Committee have striven to maintain an 
adequate working balance, and one which, apart from carrying on the 
work in the early part of the financial year, would also meet to some 
extent any extraordinary expenditure that might be necessary within 
any one financial year. The printing of a catalogue noted above may be 
named as an instance of such unusual expenditure, then there are 
necessary decorative and structural repairs, provision of shelving, and 
other items of large expense. The wisdom of this policy was exemplified 
in 1918, when £400 had to be spent in overhauling the heating 
apparatus, and of this £100 had to be drawn from the Library Account. 
The Committee are debarred by statute from asking for any increase of 
levy beyond the penny rate to meet extraordinary expenditure. Notwith- 
standing this the Auditor of the Local Government Board again this 
year made a strong verbal representation to the Librarian as to the 
accumulation of any balance which would more than cover the ordinary 
working expenses of the “carry over ” period between one financial year 
and another. The Committee would admit the justice of this contention 
if their income were not positively fixed to the rate of 1d. in the £, but 
with their statute barred limit they feel they must maintain that both 
as a matter of business and ordinary prudence it is right to provide to 
some extent for contingencies, whatever legal niceties may be cited 
against it, especially when foresight of this character has amply proved 
its own justification in the past working of the Institution. 


Changes in the staff of the Library, mostly among the juniors, occur 
every year. During the past year Mr. G. V. R. Hayward, the Sub- 
Librarian, resigned after 143 years of meritorious and honourable service. 
He joined the staff as a junior and worked his way to the senior position 
by sheer merit. The Committee wish him a prosperous career in the 
new post at Portsmouth, which he was successful in gaining. 


The gross income of the Institution in all departments was 
£4,363 15s. 3d., against £4,531 Os. 9d. in 1913-14, and the net income 
£4,257 16s. 6d., against £4,417 15s. 3d. The 1d. rate yielded £772, 
against £755 in 1913-14. The total number of individual students in the 
Educational Department was 963, against 998 in 1913-14.

re-constructed under the Education Act of 1902, and the 22nd since the 
Technical Instruction Committee was appointed under the* Technical 
Instruction Act of 1889. 


I.—THE Scuocon oF SCIENCE AND ART. 


This comprises (1) the School of Art and (2) the Evening Classes in 
Science, Technology, Literature, and Commercial Subjects, carried on 
under the general name of the School of Science and Art. 


1.—The School of Art.—The total number of individual students was 
91, against 129 in the previous Session, which clearly shows the effect of 
the war upon the entries. The Day Class in Nude Life had to be 
abandoned by reason of shortage of students. A detailed inspection of 
the work of the School was again made by three of the Inspectors of the 
Board of Education; and the report they presented to the Committee 
alternated in praise and adverse criticism. This is not to be wondered 
at in a year in which exceptional] circumstances robbed the School of its 
best students. In the National Competition the award of one bronze 
medal and two certficates of commendation for Design gives testimony 
to the value of the teaching of that subject, which is the main item of 
the curriculum. It is seven years since a medal was gained in this 
competition. 


2.—The School of Science and Art.—Here again the war made its 
mark by taking away the older technical students and so causing a serious 
curtailment of the work. In the aggregate there were 370 ‘individual 
students on the register, against 360 in the previous year, but this 
increase is accounted for by ‘the fact that throughout the Session short 
courses in Ambulance were arranged for male and female students. This 
more than made up the usual tally of students numerically, but 1t does 
not compensate for the excision of the higher and more serious technical 
work in the third, fourth, and fifth years, of the Building and Electrical 
Courses. The total number of attendance hours was 14 ZAI, against 
18,955 for the Session 1913-14. 


During the year attention has been paid to the equipment of the 
building. “One of the rooms in the basement is now fitted up as an 
Electrical Laboratory. The casts in the School of Art were re-surfaced. 
A new skeleton for the study of Artistic Anatomy was provided. The 
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‘Design Room was partitioned by a curtain, so as to give a more elfective 
arrangement for the study of light and shade in the evening; and lastly, 
the walls in the corridors and the rooms of the School of Art have been 
decorated with framed reproductions of pictures by old masters. It was 
proposed during the summer vacation to carry out decorative repairs to 
certain parts of the premises; but as the lowest estimate amounted to 
£93, the need for economy suggested by the national crisis prompted the 
postponement of the work. 


Subsidiary to the work of the School of Science and Art is that of 
the classes carried on‘under the London University Extension Board, 
towards which no grant is made either by the County Council or the 
Board of Education. During the Spring Term a most successful course 
was given by Mrs. Kate Murray, B.A., on “The History and Literature 
of the Belligerents.” One hundred and forty-three tickets were sold for 
the course; there was an average attendance of 113 at the lectures and 
17 at the class; two students sat for the examination and both passed. 


_If.—Tue Evenine ScuHoots. 


Detailed information as to the work of these schools is given in the 
reports of’ the Responsible Teachers appended. Although these schools 
are mainly concerned with students who have just left the Day School 
and might not be deemed to be affected by the international conflict, the 
stringency of war conditions has pressed upon them almost as severely 
as in the School of Science and Art. With the exception of Victoria 
School, where the increase in attendance was proportionately far in 
excess of the increase in individual students, there was a serious falling 
off; and this was largely accounted for by the demand in business for the 
services of boys under military age as well as girls.

GENERAL. 


During the year there has been a serious difference of opinion 
between the Committee and the County Council as to their duties and 
powers of management. A brief statement of the position from the 
Committee's point of view may be put on record. The School of Science 
and Art was established as an integral part of the work of the Public 
Library at its inception in 1871; and the Public Library Committee was 
the responsible managing body until in 1893 the Watford Local Board 
vested the management under the Technical Instruction Act of 1889 in 
the Watford Technical Instruction Committee. The members of this 
Committee were the same as those for the Public Library. When the 
Technical Instruction Act was repealed by the Education Act of 1902, the 
County Council became the Local Education Authority, but to the Urban 
Council were given concurrent powers to supply or aid the supply of 
Higher Education to the extent of 1d. rate. A penny rate was already 
being levied by the Urban Council for the work carried on by the 
Technical Instruction Committee in the School of Science and Art, and 
this had been for some years supplemented by a grant in aid from the 
County Council. It was felt that a division of the work between the 
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two bodies was undesirable, so an agreement was entered into between 
the County Council and the Urban Council, under which the Watford 
Higher Education Sub-Committee was formed, consisting of nine members 
nominated by the County:Council and nine nominated by the Urban 
Council. The personnel of the Committee was practically the same as 
before. The agreement provided that the Urban Council were to levy 
a penny rate in order to provide and maintain the building, including 
heating, lighting, caretaking, etc., and the County Council undertook 
to pay all salaries, teaching fees, apparatus, and equipment up to the 
amount of ld. rate. The following was part of the agreement :—“ For 
the purposes of this agreement the County Council will act by a Sub- 
Committee to be appointed by their Education Committee, and such 
Sub-Committee shall be called the Watford Higher Education Sub- 
Committee.” There is not the slightest doubt in the mind of those 
remaining in Watford, who were concerned in the terms of this agreement, 
that its intention was (1) to secure the actual control of the Watford 
School of Science and Art to a Watford Committee in continuation of 
the work which had been done for so many years, first by the Library 
Committee and then by the Technical Instruction Committee; (2) that 
the funds available for the work should be a penny in the £ levied by 
the Urban Council, and a penny in the £ levied by the County Council. 
The method of carrying out the agreement hitherto had confirmed this 
view. ; 


At the beginning of the Session 1914-15 the County Council notified 
their objection to one of the courses stated in the estimates of the 
Committee, although the cost of such course did not show any excess 
over the expenditure of Id. rate. Correspondence ensued, in which the 
position contended for by the Committee and stated above was defined, 
and eventually a conference took place between the County Officials (the 
Deputy Clerk, the County Accountant, and the Education Officer) and the 
Treasurer and Clerk of the Watford Higher Education Sub-Committee. 
The points of difference were discussed, and the County Officials declined 
to accept the view that the Watford Higher Education Sub-Committee 
had sole control of the work of the School of Science and Art, and 
maintained that the Watford Sub-Committee must abide by any directions 
as to its curriculum and expenditure that might be allowed by the County 
Council through its Education Committee. 


After discussing this outcome of their representations the Sub- 
Committee sent to the County Council a resolution that as the inter- 
pretation put upon the agreement by the Watford Higher Education 
Sub-Committee did not accord with that put upon it by the County 
Council, in view of the present troublous time the Watford Sub-Com- 
mittee suggest that the whole matter should be left in abeyance until 
after the war; that in accepting such allocations as the County Council 
might offer the Sub-Committee accepted them without prejudice, and 
reserved to themselves the right to re-open the question at a more 
propitious moment. 


The matter rests at this point for the present.

Report for the Session 1914-15, 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE WATFORD HIGHER EDUCATION 
SUB-COMMITTEE. 


MapaM AND GENTLEMEN, 


The session just closed, if compared only with last session, appears 
disappointing, but seeing that 1913-14 was the most successful session we 
have had, it is hardly a fair comparison. This session is practically the 
same as the session before last, when the total attendances were 8,550. 
If this session had been open 28 weeks, instead of 27, the attendances 
would have been about 8,000. Up to Christmas we were only about 200 
short of the corresponding, period of last year, but a very large falling off 
took place after that time. e 


The cause of this was undoubtedly the very large demand for boys 
and girls in business and workshop; and a number of our best students 
had to leave, entirely owing to the working of “overtime.” 


This. session we arranged lst and 2nd year courses on separate 
evenings for Cookery and Dressmaking, and the entries for these classes 
were very satisfactory. 


The great majority of the students took two subjects; only two 
students being of the age to take the full course of Cookery, Dressmaking, 
and Arithmetic. The number of Domestic students being larger than 
last year, and the total entries being the same, it follows that the number 
of Commercial students was less. The falling off is in the first year. 
This year we have only 20 first-year students, against. 37 last year. The 
second year’s students are about the same. 


I am very sorry that only five students out of the 25 on the second- 
year register have qualified for free admission to the Library Classes ; 
but here again pressure of business after Christmas was the cause of the 
majority of them having to give up evening school work. 


The experiment of interviewing employers before starting the classes 
was tried, and although meeting with sympathetic treatment from every- 
one, the war has so overshadowed all that, all things considered, the 
session 1914-15 can be considered as satisfactory.

Mapam AND GENTLEMEN, 


This is the first time during my six years’ work at the above School 
that I have to report any appreciable falling off in the number of students 
on the books, and also in the aggregate number of attendances compared 
with the previous session’s figures. The total is smaller, partly owing 
to the session consisting of 27 weeks, as against 28 in previous sessions. 


From the subioined tables it will be noticed from the first that 
although there is a decrease in the number of students on the books and 
the total number of attendances, yet the second table shows that the 
average attendance has decreased to a very small extent for each 
individual subject. 


The decrease in students is mainly among the Artizan and Domestic 
students. 


« The attendance has fallen off to a greater extent than in any 
previous session, and J have no hesitation in attributing it to the 
following causes, which I base upon the many replies received by letter 
and verbally in answer to noticés sent to absent students (or their 
pee in some cases), asking for the cause of their absence from the 
classes :— 


(a) A number of students, chiefly girls, were required in their 
homes in the evening from the time troops were billeted in 
the district. This was the first week in November, and this 
date first marked any serious decrease in the attendance. 


(b) Almost all the students (male and female) engaged in office work 
reported that they were working extra time, owing to shortage 
in the staff. 


(c) The excessive amount of sickness during February and March. 


From November to the end of the session the classes were held in 
the Callow Land Girls’ School, as the Boys’ School was used by His 
Majesty’s Forces in the evening during that time. I do not think that 
this adversely affected the attendance. 


It is encouraging to find that the number of Course students increases 
each session, the numbers for the past three sessions being 60, 72, and 84 
respectively, 
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Ten students are eligible to take a free course at the Library next 
session, and 24 are entitled to a free entry to the Evening. School. 


A single feature of the character of the work done in the various 
classes during the session has been the exceptional high standard of work 
done by the second-year students, whereas on the other hand a standard 
of work much below the average was done by the first-year students. 
It is difficult to account for the varying abilities as a whole of each 
session’s new students. 


In conclusion, I must again refer to the very loyal and conscientious 
work done by the whole of the staff throughout the session.

Frem the first table it wil] be seen that while there is a decrease of 
‘seven in the number of names on the admission register, the total 
attendance made by all classes is practically the same as that made during 
the previous session: this shows an improvement in the average 
attendance per student. 
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The second table shows, as has been pointed out in previous reports, 
that the total attendances made by the Commercial Classes is somewhat. 
in excess of the corresponding figures for the session 1913-14, and that, 
except for Shorthand, all Commercial Classes show an increase in total 
and average attendance. 


The third table shows that the Course system is growing in favour, 
and here a most satisfactory increase is to be noted. 


For some years past the attendance of the first-year classes has. 
suffered by comparison with that made by the second-year students, but 
for the past session 1914-15, the attendance of the first-year classes shows. 
an increase of 14 per cent. over that of the second-year classes, and 
reaches the highest percentage of attendance made during the past five 
years. 


The second-year classes opened with stronger numbers than in any 
of the previous five years, but, owing to the demand for junior clerks. 
occasioned in London by the war, at least one-third of the second-year 
students obtained situations in London and found themselves unable to 
attend the evening classes: tfiis explains the drop in attendance at the 
Shorthand Classes, where the decrease is due almost entirely to the 
second-year class. 


The attendance at the Cookery Class has been somewhat dis— 
appointing, especially as a strong class was formed, 22 names being 
enrolled, but several students left the district, and in several cases 
bine ike was affected by unusually bad weather on the nights this 
class met. 


In conclusion, I should like to express my appreciation of the manner 
in which all members of the staff have endeavoured to make the- 
instruction given both interesting and useful.

I beg to submit the following report on the work of the above School’ 
for the past session 1914-15. 


The following table shows that the number of students enrolled was. 
greater than at any previous session, and that the total number of hours. 
ob oA Ana made by the students is greater than any number previously 
recorded. 
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The number of students on the admission register and the total 
po ao of hours of attendance, compared with last session, are as

The number of students attending the School shows an increase of 
eight, while the hours of attendance have been extended by about 1,000. 
This marked advance is the more striking, owing to the fact that the 
classes were held for 27 weeks, whereas in previous years the session has 
consisted of 28 weeks. It will be noticed that about 400 hours have been 
due to the commencement of a new class, Woodwork.

It is satisfactory to observe that improved attendance has taken 
place in all the subjects. Considering the great number of evenings 
when the bad weather made attendance at the classes difficult and 
unpleasant, I think the students deserve great credit for the admirable 
way in which they strove to keep up their attendance at the classes. 
Change of employment was again the cause of some students failing to 
continue their studies, and the great demand for youthful labour this 

session affected the punctuality of others. 


There was an average attendance of 20 students every time a class 
was held. 


The work of the students has been very satisfactory, and 32 students 
have gained prizes for regular attendance. Thirty students have qualified 
for free admission, either to the Library or evening school classes next 
session. 


My thanks are due to the members of the staff for the earnest way 
in which they have worked with me for the success of the School, and 
the careful methods, often requiring much preparation, they have 
adopted to interest and stimulate the students.

Report of the Council for the Year ended July 31st, 1915. 


TO THE MEMBERS OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY COMMITTEE: 


GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure of submitting the 35th Annual Report of the 
School of Music, namely, that for the year ended July 31st, 1915. 


No profession has been more hardly hit by the war than that of the 
musician, and in‘common with the general experience the Watford School 
of Music has suffered, as the table of entries will show. There is indi- 
cation that the work has not yet come to the limit of its disturbance. 


Notwithstanding the decrease in numbers the School has maintained 
its high standard of technical efficiency, and has indeed exceeded its 
honourable record. The Howard-Jones pianoforte scholar of the year, 
Miss Margaret Hayes, secured the Scholarship of the Royal College of 
Music, open for competition to the whole of the kingdom, and she thus 
gains three years’ free training at one of the two foremost teaching 
institutions of the country. Four students have gained the Licentiate- 
ship of the Royal Academy of Music—three of them pianoforte students, 
Miss Dora Keen, Miss Edith Burrage, and Miss Elsie Syme, and one, 
Miss Peer, a student in the Harmony and Form Class. One student, 
Miss Madeleine Lowry, gained the Associateship of the Royal College of 
Music in Singing. Another student, Miss Vera Wainwright, secured an 
open Violin Scholarship at Trinity College, London. The summary of 
the Examiner’s Reports on the Annual Examinations, with which the 
Council are much gratified, gives independent testimony of the general 
standard of excellence maintained in the School, and that. in a year in 
which the senior rank of students has been severely depleted. The 
falling off in entries was only to be expected, under the exceptional 
circumstances created by the national cris's. 


The Choral Union and Orchestra were maintained through the two 
winter terms, owing to the help of .a body of soldiers. The troops 
billeted in the town had received an invitation to attend the practices 
without charge, but even then these classes were much below their normal 
strength. It was not possible to secure a suitable hall in which to give 
a concert, but eventually, on February 9th, the members voluntarily 
gave a rendering of the “Messiah” in Beechen Grove Chapel, with the 
object of raising funds for the War Relief Fund. The result was a 
contribution of £32 to this laudable object. 


A fresh venture in the way of classes was decided upon during the 
year, namely, the establishment of a Junior Choir, under Mr. W. Bandey, 
the object being to stimulate part-singing among young people, especially 
those who have passed or are passing through the ear-training classes, 
and so to prepare them for the more difficult work of the Chor al Union. 
The result was encouraging. 


There have been changes both in the Council and the staff during 
the past year. Dr. Hardenberg, who had been a member of the Council 
since 1909, and Deputy-Chairman since 1911, passed away after a long 
illness, and his colleagues greatly miss the services of so keen a musical 
enthusiast. Mr. R. W. Sedgwick, another member, was compelled. to 
resign by reason of his leaving the town. He had been connected with 
the School for many years, first as a student, and, since 1897, as a 
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member of the Council. He worked hard in its interest, particularly in 
connection with the Choral Union, whose concerts he did much to 
organize for about ten years. His departure was much regretted by the 
Council, and his retirement was signalised by the gift to the School of 
a Gors and Kallmann upright piano. The two vacancies were filled by 
the appointment of Messrs. A. A. Hogg and H. Nicholson, M.A. 


At the beginning of the session, Mr. Paul Stoeving, the Senior 
Violin Instructor, severed a long and honourable connection with the 
School on his departure for America, and was succeeded by Mr. Spencer — 
Dyke, Professor of the Royal Academy of Music. Miss Yeatman, one of 
the pianoforte teachers, has taken up duties as a War Nurse, and her 
place has been filled by Miss R. Stokes, an Associate and lately a 
“Scholar ” of the Royal College of Music. Mrs. Howard-Jones (Miss 
Grace Thynne) is also away on nursing service. 


In conclusion, the Council thank both the members of the staff who 
have given Scholarships for Competition (the Principal, Mr. Bandey, Mr. 
Girardot, Miss Pridmore, Miss Radford, Miss Wood) and the Vice- 
Presidents for their continued interest and financial support.

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE WATFORD URBAN DISTRICT 
COUNCIL. 
GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure of submitting the 45th Annual Report, being 
the Report for the year ended July 3lst, 1916. 


The two outstanding features of the year are (1) the remarkable 
increase in the public demand for books, (2) a reduction as a War 
economy of 25 per cent. in the amount contributed by the Council to 
the Committee out of the rates. 


The increase in the book issue, of course, meant extra wear and 
tear on the volumes called for, and this caused the Committee a good 
deal of anxiety, in view of .ttheir reduced income. 


The Council, in electing the Library Committee for the year 
commencing Ist April, 1916, did so with a condition that the Reports 
of the Committee should be submitted for the approval of the Council. 


’ This led to the following gentlemen (who are not members of the 


Council) declining to again accept office on the Committee, viz. :—Mr. 
Lewis Evans, Mr. J. Weall, Mr. F. Rowe, Mr. C. James, Mr. W. 
Bickerton, and Mr. A. J. Waldegrave. The loss of their services is 
regretted. Mr. Weall had been continuously a member since 1882, and 
his knowledge of the earlier history and development of the Library 
was valuable.

GENTLEMEN, 


We have the pleasure of submitting the 46th Annual Report, being 
the Report for the year ended July 31st, 1917. 


The fignres in the tables attached will furnish particulars as to the 
extent of the year’s work. The issues in the Lending Section have still 
risen; those in the Reference Section have declined, doubtless owing 
to the fact that the student element, which so largely used this Section, 
are absent on war service. The Reading Room continues to be 
numerously attended. The circumscribed and limited accommodation 
for the storage of books is becoming a serious handicap in the 
administrative side of the work of the institution. A new building is 
a pressing need, if full and proper use is to be made of the extending 
store of information which the Library possesses, particularly in view 
of the Library development which is now matter for discussion through- 
out the country. 


The restoration by the Urban Council of the full product of the 
penny rate relieved the Committee of much anxiety in their endeavour 
to maintain the increasing demands made upon the Library. 


Not the least of the internal difficulties are those which are created 
by a continual change of assistants, wllich war conditions seems to 
make inevitable. The Library service, however, has been maintained 
with efficiency ; though much interference is caused to the administrative 
routine such as stocking and cataloguing books, and in keeping up 
repair, rebinding, and replacements. 


The gross income of the Institution in all departments was 
£3,983 3s. 4d., against £3,622 15s. 5d. in 1915—1916, and the net income 
£3,790 14s. 4d., against £3,526 12s. 1d. The rate of 1d. in the £ yielded 
£790, against the product in 1915—1916 of a 3d. rate of £583 10s. 
The total number of individual students in the Educational Department 
was 960, against 880 in 1915—1916.

during the year ended July 3lst, 1917, the 14th since the Committee 
was reconstituted under the Education Act of 1902, and the 24th since 
the initial appointment of the Technical Instruction Committee under 
the Technical Instruction Act of 1889. 

In the School of Science and Art the war still precludes the 
possibility of carrying on the more advanced classes in the several courses 
which are instituted. 

There has, however, beam a gratifying increase in the number of 
students in the commercial classes. 

The restriction of the Session in the Evening Schools by the County 
Council as a matter of war economy to 20 weeks militates greatly 
against the proper training of the young people leaving the day schools. 
This year three of these schools carried on self-supporting classes in 
Shorthand after the closing of the Session, thus showing the reality 
of the need of a more extended session. 

e statistics for the several schools which are appended will afford 
data ne the character and extent of the work done during the Session.
